The boorish -America ns are the descendants 
of the ancient hot bites vrho inherited the 
northwestern ana Southwestern shores of 
Africa.' 

Trophet hu'cle Drew Aii did not 1. mediately rally many 
aiaciples to his banner, the Loorish star and crescent 
on a field of red. Eut he persisted, and at length 
was able to set up permanent headquarters . Though 
semi -literate, he assessed an eloquent tongue, a 
persuasive ".itnner, an:- s rr tive Si.rev.v.n.ess y.. ich 
cnebl a hi- to s*».« y ~':r. c or- and unlettered people 
who listened to lviu. . ost of them remembered the 
race riots of 1919; ell of them had experienced 
discaimination and other wrongs. Drew All was offer- 
ing them pride of race and dignity, in 1927 a 
successful convention encouraged irew Ali to expand 
hi s proselytising • activities to other cities. 

'•grew Ali had written and published his 'Koran, ' 
e slim uanphlet consisting of a curious mixture 
of the i..oha:vmieaan holy book of the same name, 
the Christian Eible, and anecdotes of the life 
of Jesus - the wnole bound to ether with the 
Prophet's ov. r n pronouncements and interpretations. 

The Prophet b.gan to do a profitable business in 
various nostrums and charms he had concocted, among 
them Old boorish Healing. Oil, boorish Purifier Bath' 
Compound, and boorish herb Tee for human Ailments. 

"bore* and more 'Asiatics' flocked to the star end 
crescent stendsra. They flaunt. d their fezzes on 
the street end treated the white man with uncis- 
uised contempt. The * rophet announce d tlrt each* 
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devout moorish American must carry e card bearing 
his credentials ana Lis seal (or Asiatic) name, 
siyr.cd y the frophet with his seal. Often enough 
’sieve’ np.res were transformed into ’reel’ ones 
by the simple addition or '£1' or L.ey, 1 these 
bein 0 titles si^nii; in<_ .-oorish dignity, "he' merriber- 
ship card end button, when displayed to Europeans, 
would convince then that the bearer was enlightened 
end a member oi an organization to be feared 
end respected.
